I need not fay I mean our Angh-Batavian Families, 
who, being foon taken from among the Commonalty in 
perfonal Servitude, were fo liberally diflinguifhed with 
high Titles and Honors and Grants of vaft Eftates, that 
nothing can equal but their own immenfe Merit ; notwith- 
ftanding the Oppofition, the Noife and the Clamour, 
which took Rife from the ever-memorable Speech of a late 
eminent Sage in the Law, who then ftood foremoft in the 
famous Debate, occafioned by a very moderate Grant that 
the Court had beftowed on a favorite Batavian, in Reward 
of his having filled up his Station of Page with great Fide 
lity in his own Country, and fo thoroughly attached to 
ours as to have forgone his lofty native Title of Mynheer for 
that of an humble Ear/ among us. As he had nothing 
to fupport fuch a Dignity of Title in a ftrange Land, it 
was but reafonable to have helped him out with one of the 
fineft Feathers in the Plumage of the Prince of Wakes. . 


I know not which to admire moft, the unreferved Com- 
plaifance of the Brit Courtiers in thofe Days, the Muni- 
ficence of the Donor, or the Modeffy of the Donce ; but, 
above all, I admire the Policy of getting rid of the trouble- 
fome Speech-maker, by obtruding a Place on the Bench 
upon him, with a Promife of filling up the Vacancy of 
the firft Chief that occurred; which, according to the 
Reality of their Intention, they punctually obferved ; for, 
having put him under the Ban of Silence, they never in- 
tended he fhould exercife his Talents in any higher Sphere, 
during that Reign ; as it was thought neceflary, in thofe 
Days, that the Chiefs of the Bench fhould, notwithftanding 
the new Extent of theirCommifiions, be as tra¢table at Court 
as their Predeceflors had been in their Time. Thus the Power 
of as great and good a King as ever filled the Thrgne, was 
proftituted by his Miniiters to obfcure the brighteft Jewel, 
as ever fhone on the Bench, at the Bar, or in Parliament ; 
not only to gratify the Vengeance of the difappointed Ba- 
tavian, but to guard the Cabal of the Times againft the 
Infpeétion of his penetrating Eye and the Torrent of his 
Oratory. 


As our very good Friends and Neighbours, the Dutch, 
had ever lain under the Imputation of a felf-{nterefted ava- 
ticious People, it was an Inftance of great Generofity and

their Affiftance in the late Aappy Revolution (alas! how happy 
had it been rightly purfued !) that they did not, at the fame 
Time, reclaim their Countrymen whom that Service and 
our furpaffing Gratitude had both enriched and ennobled 
among us; though it is faid, that, in compiling 
their Eftimates upon us, they did not forget to throw in, 
by way of Implication, a proportionable Confideration for 
the great Lofs they were to fuftain in parting for ever 
with thofe great Families, and the Advantages we were to 
receive from them; as they were well apprized, we fhould 
infift on retaining them, not only to do Honor to our No- 
bility, but by an agreeable Mixture of Batavian Blood to 
temperate the over-hafty Pulfations of our own, and confe- 
quently render us more qweightily fedate in Council, and 
more prudently cautious in the Field : Tho’ it feems it has 
not anfwered the Purpofe propofed, notwithitanding the 
Example they gave us in the laft War; where even fome 
of the Defcendants of Anglo Batavians, were fo far from 
obferving the wary Condugt of the Stock to which they 
owed their Forefathers, that, on the contrary, impelled by 
the predominant Spirit they derived from their Mothers, 
they charged among the thickeft Horrors of Fontenoy. 
Hence we may learn, that the true Batavian Blood is de- 
generated ; and that it is neceflary to import freth Supplies 
among us, in order to alloy the Impetuoufly {fo natural to 
Britons in Battle. 


The Delight which our T2vo Brothers appear to take in 
diftinguifhing thefe »eav Families above the o/d, can’t fail 
of the Approbation of every true Briton, They have 
lately feletted a Soldier (as you mentioned heretofore) from 
among them, to trania¢t the Affairs of Peace at the French 
Court. In this they have undoubtedly aéted witlt great 
Wifdom and Forecatt, as they had Reafon to apprehend a 
Dutch Defcendant could not fail of being more agreeable 
there than any mere uncompounded Briton whatfoever, 
were it only fot the important Advantages which France 
drew from their moft deliberate Caution in entering upon 
an Action, and their well-timed Exit from the Heat of it. 
Another we find is marked out for a Troop of Horfe, to 
rccompen{e, as fappofed, his Alacrity in bringing over the 
News of one of our late principal Defeats in Flanders. A 
Third is faid to be nominated to the Command of a Regi- 
ment of Foot; but on what particular Point of Merit I 
‘have not been able to leard as yet. 


But what gives the greateft Caufe of Satisfaction to the 
Nation, is to find a Fourth put at the Head of a Squadron, 
confifling of one Ship of the Line, and the reft of no lefs 
than 20 Guns, (if 1 am not mifinformed) to carry a Letter 
to Algiers to demand Reftitution of our Treafure, and Sa- 
tisfaction for the Infult offered to his Majefty in the Capture 
of one of his Pacquet-Boats. Our Commodore appears to 
have acquitted himfelf well, fo far as to the fafe Conduct 
and Delivery of the Letter, and alfo in his haftening off 
again with fuch an Anfwer as he could get from the mof 
illuftrious Pacha of Algiers. Whether his precipitate Re- 
treat is to be imputed to a Pannic that may have feized upon

him, on Sight of the impregnable Fortifications there, | 
the vaft Mole before the Town, encompaffed with high- | 
raifed Walls of incredible Thicknefs, no lefs than go Feet — 


over! guarded by fuch tremendous Batteries of Brafs Ord- 


nance as could fink the greateit Fleet in Europe within their 
Reach; I fay, it is not yet clear, whether thefe Sights of 
Terror caufed the Commedore to ret re fo precipitately ; or 
fome terrible Apprehenfions he may have been under from 
Agi Moufa's Squadron of Algerines, cruizing on the Coafts 
of Jtaly, confifting of his own 40 Guu Ship with 500 
Men, four Ships of 30 Guns, and fix more of 24 and 20 


Guns, with Numbers of Men proportioned to that of the 
Admiral. 


But whatever may have prompted his Difpatch from 
before that Fortrefs of Defiance, we find him fafely lodged 
at Portmahon, with his one Ship of the Line and his 
fmall Craft of War, like a Hen frightened by the Kite 
with fix Chickens ina Train-row. ‘There may he reft in 
Safety "till Mou/a has done f{couring the Seas, and retires 
into Port ; and that he reccives further Initrutions from 
the Wifdom ef thofe, who fent him on what fome People 
may calla I's Errand. Whether his new Orders may 
be to repafs the Track he made from the Coait of Barbary 
to Minorca, or to go in queft of Moufa to catch a Tartar, is 
nota Matter to be eafily conjectured at; as the Depth of 
certain Councils are unfathomable, and, like Enigmas, 
above the Comprehenfion of the Many. But which ever it 
be, if the Commodore crouds’ as many Sails in carrying on 
either of thefe Orders into Execution, as he did in his Re- 
treat from before the Works of Algiers, under the Appre- 
henfions of Mou/a, I thall own myfelf exceedingly mista, 
ken; unlefs he were well affured of having his Squadron 
converted into Water-Nymphs on Occa-fion, like thofe of 
Eneas on the Coaft of Stab. 





It mutt be owned, that our Tavo Brothers have done the 
illuftrious Corfairs no {mall Honour, in procuring not only 
a Letter to be wrote to their Dey, but a Squadron and a 
great Commander to carry it; when, as fome apprehend, a 
verbal Meffage by a fingle Sloop would not only have fuf- 
ficed, but been more in Characters efpecially, if any Belief 
is to be given to Authors who have wrote of that polite 
State, there are not many to be found among them that 
can read, except the Renegades. If fo, we may reaijonably 
prefume, that few or none of them can write ; and to this 
we may impute, that we hear of no written Anfwer re- 
turned, but that the sof i/luftrious Pacha contented himfelf 


| with vouchfafing a verbal Refponce only, from the fublime 


Summit of his piratical Throne, which it feems the Com- 
modore as contentedly received ; probably from the great 
Hafte he was in to be gone, to avoid being troubled with 
louder Compliments from the terrible Orifices of Moufa's 
Brafs than would be agreeable to him. He knew he was 
no more able to contend with them, than the good old 
Woman's Battery was againft the'louder Blafts of Thunder.

alarming the People, the Villain made off without his 
Booty. 

Wednefday a young Lad was Committed to the Gate- 
hovfe by Juflice Lydiard, for offering a Gilt Six-pence for 
Half a Guinea, at. the Two Brewers, a Public Houfe in 
Long Ditch Weftminfter. 

‘Tuefday one William Paul was tried at the Quarter- 
Seffions at Guildhall, for counterfetting a Certificate of his 
having a Penfion of eight Pounds per Annum, for the Lofs 
of a Leg, on board the Orford Man of War, from the 
Cheft at Chatham : On his being found Guilty, was fined 
one Shilling, ordered to be confined in Newgate for three 
Months, and to ftand in the Pillory oppofite the Pay Office 
in Broad Street. 

At the faid Seflions feven Perfons were indicted for being 
concern'd in a Riot in Little Britain, when after a long 
Trial they were all acquitted. 

Capt. Hammond arrived at New York, July 25, ina 
Flag of Truce Stoop, which had been fent to St, Domingo 
to demand Reltitutiou of the Effects of the Sloop Polly, 
Capt. Johnfon, of New York, which hid been carried 
into St. Domingo by three Spanifh Negroes, after murder- 
ing the Captain and all the white People on board. Capt. 
Hammond went immediately to the Governor, and pro- 
ved his Credentials, who told him, that the Effects were 
in the King’s Warehoufe, and were to have been delivered 
to the Villains the next Day, if they had not been claimed. 
The Negroes came the next Day accordingly, and were 
taken up and put in Irons. However, notwithilanding 
Capt. Hammond ftayed there eight Weeks, he could get 
nothing bnt fine Words, and 700 Pieces of Eight ; which 
was fuppofed to be not half what the Cargo and Ship fold 
for. 

Thorfday fe'nnight failed out of the Harbour to Spit- 
head, the Hornet Sloop, to join the Wafp Sloop of War, 
One of them is faid to 
be going to Algiers, with fome Difpatches for the Britith 
Conful there.

Naples, Aug,19. O. S. For fome Days paft we have 
been in continual Alarm at the News, that a Squadron of 
eleven Algerine Xebeques was cruizing within a few 
Leagues of this Capital, of which the Commandant’s 
Vefiel was of 40 Guns, and 500 Men; four of 30 Guns 
each, and about 350 Men, and the fix others from 18 to 
24 Guns and at leaft 250 Men; which Squadron was not 
fuppofed to be come into thefe Seas without a Defign of 
execating fome great Proje&t: And we learn by an Englith 
Captain who arrived here lait Monday from Tunis, that 
having been met by the Chief of the faid Squadron, nam'd 
Agi Mouffa (and who formerly belonged to our Galleys) 
and detained by him two entire Days, he had during that 
Time difcovered, that the Corfairs intended to attempt 
fome Enterprife of Eclat, and that the Commander, with 
his Veffel only, had been in the Night to regnngitre the 
Tfland of Proceda, in order to know whether the King 
was, or would be there, to take the Diverfion of hunting 
of Pheafants, as his Majeity is accultomed to do this Seaion, 
The Arrival of this Corfair in our Seas has occofioned 
fuch an Alarm, that for three Days the Inhabitants have 
abftained from going to take the freth Air which is fo 
agreeable at this Time, for Fear of being furprized by the 
Algerines. The Government has taken divers Precautions 
on this Head, having fent Detachments of Troops into 
the Caftles and tht {niall neighbouring Ifles, and reinforced 
all the Poits,, Many light Veffcls have been {ent thefe two 
Days, ’tis fuppos’d the Barbarians are*retired : ‘i‘ho’ many 
think, that as the Weather will probably consinne favour- 
able a Month longer in thefe Parts, Agi Moufla wiil defer 
his Retreat to Algiers; and, for want of better Employ, 
amufe himifelf with the takitig on the Coafts of this King- 
dom and of Sicily, all the Mercthents Ships which fall in 
his Way. : :

 Conflantinople. Aug. 25. ‘The Rebellion faid fome Time 
ago to be begun by Soloman Pafcha, of Buffora, is con- 
firhed: He atually attacks the Town of Babylon, and 
his Army iri¢redfes. Meafures are taking to fave that 
Province and deftroy him. _ Four of the neigbouring Pachas 
are marching their Troops to Relieve Mahomet Pacha in 
Babylon, The Troops fent are commanded by the Pacha 
of Sivass There is certain Advice that the Schach of Per- 
rfia is fending a Miniter liere, to confolidate the Treaty 
made with the Schach Nadir; and we are aflured that the 
Porte has named a Pacha of two Tails to go as the Grand 
Signior’s Minilter. By the Carravans arrived at Aleppo 
and Smyrna there is Advice, that the Diforders of that 
Kingdom is fertled; and it is faid here; that Shawrgok 
Schach is in quiet Poffeflion of the Throne, having taken 
Ibrahim Mirza Prifoner and caufed him to be blinded. A 
great Famine reigns throughout the Kingdom of Perfia.
